lays Cullen, who is shown at the 
right explaining to Pete Smith, 
producer of motion picture shorts 
bearing his name, and Ann Mor­ 
ris* M-G-M player, the funda­ 
mentals of carving a ham, during 
the recent filming of “Culinary 
Carving," an educational short in 
tvhich Cullen was featured. 
Proper tools and a sharp knife 
are of first importance, says the 
axpert.
